Amateur radio is not in existance primarily for the purpose of rag 
chewing, contrary to what many hams beleive. In this country 3,200 kilocycles , 
all below 30 megacycles, are alloted for the exclusive use of the hams, There are 
numerous commercial interests casting an evil eye on these frequencies while at 
the same time dreaming of dollar sipns, “ne has to listen on any of the bands only 
for ten mimites or so to realime that there 1s a lot of spectrum being used to no 
good advantage, It therefore behooves us to support anything that will justify the 
use of these frequencies. 

PICON is a word that was coined by the FCC. .It means public interest, 
convienence or necessity, This is the rule of thumb that the commission uses to 
determine whether a grant of a proposed service or whether a proposed frequency 
allocation would be in the public interest. Releive me, I am not against rag 
chewing, working IX or having a good time on the air, The noint I am trying to 
get across is that we must justify our existance. True, amateur radio has served 
and still does serve an important role in emergencies, It can be made to serve 
even more imortant roles if we have people in our ranks that are more technically 
qualified and practice better operating procedures, This I am confident would 
come about if more operators were given the incentive to work towards an Extra 
clase license. it the vfesend time the Mxtira class ticket serves only te cover up 
a 9 x 6 inch apace on the ham shack wall. 

fhe twangesd. satyp. neyld. go. akong way. topard. xgdsing the technical. standards 
of amateur radio which sens to be slipning day by day, It would almost force more 
peopje to learn about the controls behind the front panel of the 7544 er Highp o¢ 
what have you, It would give many the ineentive to impreve their knowledge of the 


path that the electgon flows in, “It would make the General class lieense just 


stopping off place tovards the ultimate, much the same purnose that the novice 
license now serves, It would serve the public interest by improving the operational 
techniques in our ranks should our services be needed in an emergency, not only of 
an onerating nature but also of the technical assistance that could be rendered. It 
would serve the interest of the hams by reducing the ranks of the key~klix-klan by 
irmarting to these individuals the necessary knowledge to clean un some of the 
horrible signals now roaming the bands, Most importantly it would justify the use 
of our precious kilocycles by bringing our onerations more in line under the 
heading of PIC N.
